In advance of prosecution, kindly amend the above-identified application as follows 
and consider the following remarks: 

IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Please cancel the previous version of the following paragraph and replace it with the 
following rewritten version. A marked-up copy showing the changes since the previous 
version is annexed as a separate page. 

Page 3, last paragraph: 


The cap-like mating part 2 has a pipe-shaped outlet opening 3, in which a double- 
edged blade 4 with an adjacent helix-shaped cutting blade curve is arranged by means of a 
removable transport safety 10. The blade is rotatably mounted in the pipe-shaped outlet 
opening 3 by means of an insertable nozzle 5. 

IN THE CLAIMS 

Please cancel the previous versions of the following claims and replace them with the 
following rewritten versions. Marked up copies showing the amendment since the previous 
versions are annexed as separate pages. 

Claim 1 (amended). Apparatus for emptying a hose bag comprising a cap-like mating 
part fixed on one end thereof, which has a pipe-shaped outlet opening (3) and a helical cutting 
device arranged therein for opening the hose bag. 

Claim 2 (amended). Apparatus in accordance with claim 1, wherein the blade is 
rotatably displacable into the outlet opening and in the hose bag direction through an insertable 
nozzle. 

Claim 3 (amended). Apparatus in accordance with claim 1 , wherein the blade is 
lockable in an end position, wherein a hose bag is cut open. 

Claim 4 (amended). Apparatus according to claim 2, wherein the nozzle seals against 
the inner wall of the pipe-shaped outlet opening. 


Please add the following: 

-Claim 5. Apparatus according to claim 3, wherein the nozzle seals against the inner 
wall of the pipe-shaped outlet opening. 

Claim 6. Apparatus in accordance with claim 2, wherein the blade is lockable in an 
end position, wherein a hose bag is cut open.~ 

REMARKS 

This Preliminary Amendment is being filed to correct a typographical error in page 3, 
where the pipe-shaped outlet opening (3) was erroneously referred to as "(2)". 

The claims are also amended to provide for improved syntax, and to provide for 
multiple dependency. 

For the record, Applicants emphasize that although the claims were amended, and, 
therefore, might be argued to have been amended for a reason substantially related to 
patentability, a fair reading of the amended claims will reveal that the departures from the 
previous claims were for clarification purposes only, and that Applicants did not narrow the 
claims in any material respect. Therefore, Applicants submit that the amended claims are 
entitled to the full range of equivalents.

Claim 1 (amended). Apparatus for emptying a hose bag [(1 )] comprising a cap- 
like mating part [(2)] fixed on one end [of the hose bag (1)] thereof , which has a pipe- 
shaped outlet opening (3) and a [device] helical cutting device arranged therein for opening 
the hose bag [, characterized in that the device is a helical cutting blade (4)]. 

Claim 2 (amended). Apparatus in accordance with claim 1 , [characterized in that] 
wherein the blade [(4) can be] is rotatably [displaced] disolacable into the outlet opening 
[(3)] and in the hose bag direction [by means of] through an insertable nozzle [(5)]. 

Claim 3 (amended). Apparatus in accordance with claims 1 [and 2], 
[characterized in that] wherein the blade [(4) can be locked] is lockable in an end position, 
wherein a hose bag [(1)] is cut open. 

Claim 4 (amended). Apparatus according to [one of the claims 2 to 3, 
characterized in that] claim 2. wherein the nozzle [(5)] seals against the inner wall of the 
pipe-shaped outlet opening [(3)].
